REMARKS 

Claims 6-27 and 29-32 are pending in the present application. Claims 6, 18, 19, 
22, 25 and 29 have been amended. Claims 5 and 28 have been canceled.

Claim Objections 

Claims 8-17 and 18-27 have been objected to because the claims are 
respectively identical, and dependent on base claim 7. Claim 18 has been amended to 
be dependent upon current claim 29. The Examiner is therefore respectfully requested 
to withdraw this objection. 

Claim Reiections-35 U.S.C. 103 

Claims 5 and 28 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the Nishioka reference (U.S. Patent No. 5,371,476). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant respectfully notes the Examiner's acknowledgment that claims 30-32 

are allowed. 

Applicant also respectfully notes the Examiner's acknowledgment that claims 6, 
7 and 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Although Applicant does not necessarily concede that the above noted prior art 
rejection is proper, claims 6 and 29 have been amended to be in independent form, in 
view of the Examiner's acknowledgment of allowable subject matter, to advance 
prosecution of this application. The Examiner is therefore respectfully requested to 
acknowledge that claims 6-27 and 29 are allowable.
